Selling Furniture in Sedalia—The 
Trouble at Nevada—A Wail From An 
Independent Merchant at Lebanon— 
How the Laws of Missouri May Be 
Interpreted. 


The PosrDrspatcoe to-day presents a few more 
facts regarding rates in Missouri and Arkansas. 
The question has been raised whether citizens of 
Missouri-have any rédress for these outrages under 
the law and under the interpretation of the law by 
the courts of the State. Itis proposed on Monday 
to give such extracts from the railroad laws as bear 
upon the case, To-day'‘s revelations, however, may 
be premised with the statement that on freight 
shipped from one point in Missouri to another point 
in the same State tho Constitution gives authority 
to the Legislature to fix rates, and the Legislature 
some time since by special enactment delegated 
that power to the Railroad 
of the Legislature 
to take this step has been questioned, but the 
authority of the Commissioners has never been re- 
sisted, and the question has therefore never been 
decided in the courts. But if the authority of the 
Commissioners has not been resisted it has been 
laughed at by the railroa ds of the State. Now it 
remains to be seen whether the Commissioners will 
take action in the case of : 

THE GULF ROAD, 

which is undoubtedly charging the ‘Frisco Road on 
St. Louis freight more than it charges Kansas 
City shippers for the same haul. Have the Com- 
missioners ever fixed maximum rates for the Gulf 
Road? If not, let them do so immediately. The 
Post-Dispaton has a large collection of expense 
bills running from January to August 
which are at the services of the 
Commissioners whenever they may wish to use 
them to this good end. These expense bills are on 
goods shipped from St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Springfield to points south of Springfield on the 
Gulf Road. If the Commissioners will look after 
the maximum rates of that road, the transporta- 
tion committee of the Merchants’ Exchange has 
promised to see that war is waged upon the 
offender. N 

But the regulation of rates wholly within the 
State is not all that comes within the province of 
the Commissionera. The Illinois courts have 
decided that the Rallroad Commisgioners have 
jurisdiction over all shipments originating within 
the State, the contract having been made and 
signed within the State, whether the freight 
passes the State lines or not. In other 
words, if the ‘Frisco Road should take 
first-class freight from St. Louis at a rate 
of $1 80 to Fort Smith, Ark., and charge the same 
shipper $1 40 for goods shipped to Plymouth, Mo., 
the Commissioners could step in and direct the 
Frisco to lower its rate to Piymouth under the seo- 
tion which prescribes that no railroad shall charge 
more for a shorter than a longer haulinthe same 
direction. According tothe interpretation of the 
Unnois Supreme Court, business passing from one 
State into another is not properly inter-State busi- 
ness. The Commissioners of Ulinois can regulate 
rates of freight on articles shipped from Chicago 
to points in Missouri. and 

THE MISSOURI COMMISSIONERS 

have jurisdiction over freight billed from St. Louis 
to points in IIlinois, Arkansas or any adjoining 
State. Now, on this interpretation of the law, it is 
claimed that the Commissioners have power 
to regulate all traffic delivered by a 
railroad in an adjdining State to a Missouri rail- 
road, at a point in Missouri for transportation to a 
point in this or any adjoining State. The laws of 
Missouri distinctiy forbid discrimination between 
individuals and corporations. The question is, 
then, can the Frisco Road receive at St. Louis from 
the Indianapolis and St. Louis Road first-class 
freight destined for Fort Smith, Ark., and charge 
that road only 90 cents for ee meme 
St. Louis to Fort Smith, while on the day 

road charges Jobn Jones, of St. Louis, $1 80 for the 
eame service? This isa question which the Rail- 
road Commissioners have never put to the test, but 
it is one which is of sufficient importance to justify

tariff—from 15 to 20 cents more than the New

It certainly speaks well for the management of a 
road that, with its general offices and its general 
officers in this city, itis unable to keep track of 
rates from New Orleans over its own line, and ap- 
parently unable to control them. It looks as though 
Mr. Finley was u bigger man” than the general 
freight agent or the general traffic manager. 
Certainly when authority is placed in the hands of 
a subordinate official to make what rates he pleases 
without regard to the rates prevailing elsewhere on 
the line, with the result that a less rate is made for 
a long haul than for a short haul to non-competi- 
tive points on the same road, it looks very much as 
though a new traffic manager or a new general 
manager was needed. 

LOWER STILL. 

A St. Louis house doing a heavy business 
in Arkansas is in receipt of a letter from one of its 
traveling salesmen dated Morrillton, August 20, in 
whieh he says: Thors is no use of talking, we can- 
| not sell goods here from St. Louis on account of 
freight charges. First class St. Louis to Morrillton 
is 96 cents per hundred pounds; FROM NEW TORK 
TO MORRILLTON SIXTY-THREE CENTS; from 
Memphis 28 cents and rrom LOUISVILLE TWENTY- 
mont CENTS PER HUNDRED. The merchants say 
they cannot stand such nonsense, and so we are cut 
of.” 

Morriliton is the point on the Little Rock and 
Fort Smith Road 498 miles from St. Louis, spoken of 
before. Yesterday a letter was quoted stating that 
a rate of 80 cents first class was being made New 
York to Morriliton, Sixty-three cents is a little 
worse. 

SEDALIA, MO. 

A gentleman who manufactures a large quantity 
of furniture annually for country trade, speaking 
of some of his experiences at points in Missouri a 
few days since, said: “While sitting in the office of 
one of the largest furniture heuses in Sedalia con- 
versing with ‘the representative of one of the 
Connersville. Ind., factories, I asked him how he 
managed to sell so many goods to points on the 
Missouri and Pacific and Wabash roads when there 
was goch a difference in freight rates against bim. 
He smiled, and, turning to the proprietor of the 
house, asked him what the difference was between 
St. Louis and Connersville rates. He replied: ‘On 
first-class goods 16/6 cents and on some goods 10 
cents." I would not believe it until he showed me a 
freight receipt of a Cennersville shipment. This 
receipt was loaned to the Connersville man, who 
placed no less than three large erders in as many 
days in my company, using a Misseuri Pacific 

against St. Louis.” 

Freight from Connersville for Sedalia passes 
through St. Louis, traveling 321 miles before it 
gets here and 189 miles over the Missouri Pacific to 
its destination. St. Louis, with i miles the ad- 
vantage of Connersville, ought certainly to have 
Sedalia trade. A gentleman writing from 

NEVADA, MO., 
says: “Ihave just bought some Louisville cement 
in Kansas City, 85 cents per barrel higher than St. 
Louis prices, which was LAID DOWN HERE 20 CENTS 
PER BARREL tess; DIFFERENCE 55 CENTS PER 
BARREL.” Nevada is on the Missouri Pacific, and 
is reached from Kansas City or St. Louis by that 
line alone. It is more than twiceas far from St. 
Louis as it ig from Kansas City, but there is no 
excuse for a difference of SS cents in 
the rate on tuch goods as cement, 
and tuere is certainly no reason why 

Kansas City should be selling Eastern goods to local 

points in Missouri and beating St. Louis out of the 


trade. 

CALIFORNIA. MO., 
is a local point on the Missouri Pacific, 150 miles 
west of St. Louis, and over 250 milea from Chicago. 
A merchant writing from that point states that he 
pays SIXTY-FIVE CENTS PER HUNDRED From St. Louis 
AND SEVENTY-SIVE Cents Prom Curcaco. The dif- 
ferential should be 20 cents instead of 10 cents. 

LEBANON, MO., 
is on the ‘Frisco Road. W. H. Owen, dealer in gen- 
eral merchandise at that place, attempted to ferce 
the ‘Frisco to carry grain for him to St. Louis at 21 
cents. Mr. Owen proved that the Frisco had a con- 
tract with the Missouri Pacific Road for the haul 
from Pacific into this city, and obtained judgment 
against the road, which was however reversed 
by the Supreme Court of the State, and a new 
trial denied.

Lorpon, August 22.—In order to settle the ques- 
tion of Maxwell's identity so far as possible here I 
dispatched an experienced man to Hyde to investi- 
gate the matter fully on thespot. He telegraphs 
me the following important account: 

“Hyde is a dingy red brick town devoted to hat 
and cotton manufactures. There is no excitement 
about the Maxwell case here.

Lonpon, August 22.--British politics consists for 
the moment in all the parties calling one another 
names. Tories are ca led liars and slanderers. 
Bartlett writes that Chamberlain's vilification is 
a compliment to an honorable man, The Conserv- 
ative papers are calling the Radicals the new 
Jesuits. The News says it is becoming every day 
more painfully evident that the Conservatives are 
pursuing their career of public controversy ‘in a 
manner which must deeply degrade the dard of 
political morality.

THE IRISH QUESTION.

PROTECTINO YOUNG GIRLS. 

The national corference for the protection of 
young girls was held yesterday. The audience was 
not very large. The speakers were by no means 
unauimous in their various proposals of reform, 
bnt all were very enthusiastic. A significant fact is 
that the amendment moved by the Socialists, as- 
serting that the best cure for these evils would be 
for the employers of woman's labor to give fair 
wages, was only lost by a few votes. To-day a 
demonstration is arranged on a large scale, but 
will probably be affected by the wet weather. 

THE HYDE PARK MEETING. 

Hyp Park, 7 p. u. - Over fifty theusand people 
are assembied bere. There are eleven platforms. 
The greatest possible enthusiasm prevails. Mr.

The Cholera. 
NEW CASES AND DEATHS. 

Maprip, August 22.—During the past twelve hours 
twenty-three cases of cholera and eleven deaths 
from the disease were reported in this city, and in 
the province, outside of the city, 100 new cases and 
thirty-one deaths were reported. 

PITIABLE CONDITION OF GRANADA. 

The condition of Granada remains pitiable. Hun- 
dreds of people are attacked by cholera in single 
streets nearly every day. There are no doctors and 
no authorities to look after the victims, who often 
pass through their agonies in the streets and ex- 
pire unattended in the gutters. 

A DESERTED CITY. 

Most of the unaffected populace have fled and the 
few bealthy citizens that remain are disheartened 
and apathetic. The corpses remain uncoffined and 
uridentified. The very misery wrought by the 
plague bas become a nuisance, and the government 
has resorted tothe desperate expedient of com- 
pelling the soldiers andthe convits to carry on the 
work of removing from the public ways and in- 
terring the bodies of the unknown dead. 

KING ALPHONSO'S DONATION. 

There were 4,488 new cases of cholera, and 441 
deaths from the disease reported througtout Spain 
yesterday. The returns for the populous Province 
of Navarre, however, are still incomplete. King 
Alphonso has donated $2,000 to the Granada cholera 
fund. Money was badly needed at that place. 

SPREADING AT MARSEILLES. 

MaRstit_es. August 22.—The choiera is spreading 
in this city. Thirty localities are now infected. One 
hundred and forty deaths from the disease occurred 
here yest .

REGULATING STRIKES. 

Referring to the far-reaching suspension of 
business likely to result from the threatened 
railroad strike of the Knights of Labor, the 
Columbia Herald says the loss to the country 
will be incalculable and should fully convince 
our law-makers that something must be at- 
tempted in the lawful reguiation of railroads 
in all their bearings upon the public interest.” 

The logic of events certainly is turning pub- 
lic attention in the direction indicated by the 
Herald, After the great strike of 1877 the 
railroads induced several States to pass laws 
recognizing railroad employes as holding a 
sort of official relation to the public, and pro- 
viding among other things for the punish- 
ment of train hands for deserting and 
leaving a train ata way station ina strike. in- 
stead of taking it first to its destination. But 
if the protection of the public interest demands 
this sort of control over the employes, it de- 
mands a similar control over the companies. 
The latter, in return for great privileges and 
franchises conferred on them by the State, 
have undertaken to perform a certain public 
service without interruption. To prevent in- 
terruption by strikes involving a wide-spread 
suspension of business and great loss to the 
public, no one-sided interference by the State 
can be either just or effective. The fact that 
a fight between one railroad and a labor 
organization may result in a_ strike in- 
terrupting traffic on half a dozen 
other roads, may indicate the necessity 
for legislation to protect the public 
from irrational and improper conduct 
on the part of the strikers, but it also shows 
the necessity for some legal restraint upon the 
arbitrary power of the railroad managers who 
may wantonly provoke such strikes, without 
caring how much they cost the public. 

Our present laws provide no remedies for 
these wrongs, no mode of preventing the 
strikes, or limiting their injurio us operation by 
fair and effective arbitration between the man- 
agers and their employes. There are two sides 
to all such controversies. Our railroad 
commissioners tell us that the shippers of the 
great mercantile community dare not assert 
and cannot uphold their own legal rights 
against the arbitrary power of the railroads; 
that the State must protect the public by pro- 
viding for the enforcement of its laws in such 
cases by itsown specially appointed officers. 
The railroad emplgyes are certainly not less 
liable to be imposed upon, and any legislation 
to prevent the stoppage of transportation must 
provide for enough State control over both the 
managers and their employes to give effect to 
a fair decision of the controversies between 
them. 


EUROPEAN NOTES, 


The adjournment of Parliament and the absence 
from town of “everybody whois anybody“ on the 
regular and irreguiar summer vacations, makes 
London as dull as an antediluvain mana, so far 
as important news is concerned. Even the current 
gossip of the past week has lacked the spice of 
sensationalism, and though the Pall Mall Gazette is 
still working *“*the maiden tribute“ business for all 
and more than it is worth, the public palate has 
ceased to be titillated thereby, and the spasm of 
outraged public virtue produced by the revelations 
of that enterprising journal bas apparently van- 
ished as quickly as it came. Meanwhile Sir Charies 
Dilke bas got his second wind,“ so to speak, and 
with the Widow Pattison'’s proclamation of their 
matrimonial engagement, and the announcement of 
his constituents that they will continue their 
political support, he is able to smile serenely at 
Mrs. Potiphar and Mrs. Grundy, and defy the 
world, the fiesh and the devil. A wild, wicked, 
funny world is this of ours, and callant Sir Charles 
has evidently taken its measure most accurately. 

The twin scandal of Pearce-Francis has had a 
tub of cold water poured on it in the shape ofa 
curious letter lately sent to the Gazette from Miss 
Francis, the alleged victim in the case.

Marseilles and Toulon are severely smitten, 
and poor Admiral Courbet's corpse, which was to 
have landed at the latter post, will be taken to 
Brest for a fine funeral. The brave sailor went to 
China for glory—got it—and a coffin to keep 
it in. Henri Campon, godson of the 
Count de Chambord, is dead. He was 
never heard of until he died. The Central Com- 
mittee have issued an election manifesto which 
completely ignores Ferry's recent advice to the 
Radicals at Lyons. It advocates revision of the 
Constitution, separation of Church and State, and 
other so-called Socialisms. Will France never 
get down to polisical bard-pan? Rochefort is rais- 
ing his customary anti-English row. Will Roche- 
fort liye forever, when the cholera is finishing 80 
many werthy people? Hereafter dissected bodies 
in Paris will be cremated, in order to save space in 
the packed cemeteries. Why not, for the same 
reason, and many better ones, cremate bodies 
which have not been dissected? 

Germany has consented to resume the importa- 
tion of swine from Austro-Hungary, and pork 
dealers and consumers have veased to grunt about 
“unjust restrictions“ upon that article. Oijd 
Emperor William has assisted at the un- 
veiling of a statue of the father 
of Frederic the Great at Potsdam. 
He might, considering his health, have been in. 
better business; for the recipient of the honor was 
a combination of ruffian and lunatic which modern 
history cannot match. Even Carlyie’s magnificent 
whitewash brush cannot make him presentable. 
Ancient Wilhelm, having finished up Francis 
Joseph at Gastein, is new preparing to receive 
Czar Alexander at Berlin, and may live to receive 
Alexander's great-grandson—for death seems to 
have forgotten him. Hamburg has an interna- 
tional congress for the codification and reforma- 
tion of international law. Judge Peabody of New 
Lor is one of the vice-presidents. 

The Austrian Emperor has had his birthday duly 
celebrated, and feels happier than he did before. 
His ministers are now wrestling with the questions 
involved iu the Customs Union, and it is believed 
that the arrangement with Germany will be 
ratified— providing Bismarck does not change his 
mind. Russia might as weil be Cahokia for all the 
news it has furnished the last week; but then in 
Russia nothing is ever new. 

Italy is apparently resolved to have some more of 
the Soudan soup, and an expedition for the relief 
of Kagsala will assembie at Koren next month, and 
march in October—if Kassala holds out so long. 
A feolish enterprise, for which Italy will bleed lib- 
erally in purse and persou. She ought to have 
sense enough to profit by the bitter experience of 


England. but her ambition overleaps her judgment; 


and she will dance, no matter what it costs to pay 
the fiddler. 

Cholera in Spain gets no better very fast, 
but does not preveat the Government from worry- 
ing over the alleged seizure of the Caroline Islands 
by Germany. It is reported that King Alfonso is so 
angry about the affair that he has resigned the 
honorary coloneicy of the Uhlan Regiment, con- 
ferred upon him a year or two ago. But the Ger- 
man army will probably net disband on this ac- 
count. 


The Remedy fer Discrimination. 
Letter from Railroad Commissioner Pratt in the Calumbia 

Herald. 

The exciting topic now before the people of Mis- 
souri is discrimination in railroad charges. Rail- 
road companies charge one merchant in one lecal- 
ity more than they do another for simi ar service. 
They charge the same or more from St. Louis te 
points in the interior of the State, say 150 miles or 
less distance, than they ao from St. Louis to Kansas 
City, 277 miles by one line and 288 miles by the 
other. They charge more from St. Louis to points 
in the interior than is charged from Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Buffalo, Cleveland 
or Pittsburg to St. Louis, three, four. five 
and ten times the distance. They charge 
more from St. Louis to points in Ar- 
kansas ‘and Texas than is charged from 


New York to the same points. Evory one sees that 


there is something unreasonable, unjust and in- 
equitable in all this. They are not deceived; it is 
just what it appears to be; and not only that, but it 
is illegal, and punished by common law and by our 
statutes. Then why are.they not punished? The 
reason is the servant has got above his master. 
The carrier used to be the servant of the merchant; 
but since overland transportation has gone into the 
hands of the rallroad companies. ana, by virtue of 
the monopoly feature in the railroad, whereby 
competing carriers on same route are excluded, 
the carrier has the merchant by the throat, 
and forces him to submit to any impo- 
sition that may be placed upon him or 
go out of business. The merchant, therefore, can 
not complain, and with him producers and con- 
sumers all must suffer. What then are we to do? 
In brief, we must so amend our law as to require 
the Railroad Commissioners to bring every case of 
illegal or inequitable charges made known to them, 
or any violation of the highway principle in the 
railroad, as explained in our Ninth Annual Re port, 
pages 6 to 9, immediately into court for adjudica- 
tion; we must require the Attorney-General and 
all prosecuting attorneys to prosecute these suits on 
information of the Commissioners in the same 
and at the expense ef the State; and then, if either 
commissioner, attorney or judge fails to do his 
duty, impeach him, or drop him out at the end of 
his term, and put in somebody that will net fail. 
In this way we cannot only regulate all State 
traffic proper, but also the important part of inter- 
State traffic, if our courte should hold with the 
Supreme Court of Illinois in the discrimination in 
favor of the merchants of Peorie against those of 
Gilman, on freight received at those points in IIli- 
nois for delivery in New York. The principle 
underlying that decision is correct, and will doubt- 
less finally prevailin all State and Federal courts.

It would be, of course, to the 
General's advantage to be on the right side of the 
administration, but whether the stern stuff which 
Butler finds in the President would admit of any 
humor or cajolery of the Butler variety is question- 
able, to say the least. It is known, however, that 
General Butler's sentiments have been conyeyed go 
the President, and a member of the Cabinef is said 
to have remarked on hearing the news that the 
President was now daily expecting to hear from 
Blaine and St. Jobn, his two other opponents in the 
last Presidential canvass.

The action of Secretary Manning in resigning his 
position ass chairman of the Democratic State 
Committee of New York emphasizes the fact that 
the day when men could combine partisan and 
official duties is past.

| pursued, Even the small Postmasters who hold 


Positions on township committees have given up 
their political work. 

This policy presents a sharp contrast to that 
which prevailed for several years. When Mr. 
Arthur was Collector of the Port of New York he 
was centinuallya member of some of the cam- 
paign committees, and was chairman of the State 
Committee long after he had been elected Vice- 
President. Conventions in many States have been 
largely made up of officeholders, and campaign 


committees still more largely. 


It is a tribute to the strength ef the reform senti- 
ment that the day of such politicsis over. More 
than any other one thing this has demoralized the 
public service in that it has made the offices mere 
auxiliaries to party effort. Nobody proposes to 
interfere with the rights of a citizen simply be- 
cause he acceptsan office, but there are enough 
men to carry on political work without connecting 
parties so closely with it by the seleétion of 
officeholders. The new policy cannot be too highly 
commended.

August 22.—The Marquis De Mores, 
well-known among fashionable people tn this city, 
has, as announced in the Post-Dispatos yesterday, 
zun been indicted for murder im Dakota. The 
tragedy for which the Grand Jury, now zu session 
at Mandan im that territory, has decided hia to be 
responsible, ocourred in 16 The Marquis has 
already had two trials on the same charge before 
Justices of the Peace, and on each was discharged. 
In 1888 he married a daughter of Mr. Von Hoff- 
mann, the banker of 50 Wall street, this city, while 
she was visiting in Europe. Early in the year fol- 
loving they came to this country and lived with Von 
Hoffmann at his residence in Stapieton, S. I. The 
Marquis leaving his young bride at her father's, 
went to ota in March, 1883. He purchased 
18.000 acres of land in what is known as the “Bad 
Lands“ in Dak om the line of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad. e Little Missouri River is che 
eastern limit of the ng lands. East of that are 
the vast wheat fields and farming lands that are 
subject to the berd laws, which prohibit the driving 
of herds of cattle through the country. te 
the settlement of Little Missouri. on banks of 
the river of the same name, and 220 miles west of 
Bismarck, the Marquis established a town which he 
named Medora, after his wife. Then he 1 — te 
erect vast slaughter houses, modeled after those in 
Chicago. and supply the Eastern market with dressed 
beef. After he had been in the country only a few 
months, hei the enmity of a desperate 
class.

Several Wabash cars are 
in the yards inavery dilapidated condition, but 
they will not be repaired here, nor at any of the car 
repairing shops in this vicinity. About 11 o'clock 
the Bridge and Tunnel Master Mechanic was notified 
tbat the men would have nothiug to co with the 
Wabash engines and would ke to 
them removed, At noon nothing 
ther had been done and things were quiet. 
In conversation with several members of the 
Union, it was learned that the crisis will prob- 
ably be reached to-night or on Monday.

A Party of Tourists Killed in a Nat- 
ural Gas Cavo.

The Mulbattonish Story Coming From 
Hardiusburg, Ky.—Four Gentlemen 
and Two Ladies Alleged to Have 
Perished by the Explosion of Natural 
Gasin a Cave—Great Excitement at 
Hardinsburg and Cloverport. 


Cutcaao, August 2. — The Daily News has the 
following special from Hardinsburg, Ky., dated 
August 21: Two miles from this place there exists 
what is known as the Natural Gas Cave, from the 
fact that a strong flow of natural gas has for many 
years past been “escaping from it. It is in 
the same belt as that of the natural gas well at 
Brandenburg, and seems to be a great natural,yeut 
for a great vein or natural storehouse of this great 
phenomenon of nature. The flow of gas is tre- 
mendous and the pressure so great that 

THE CAVE FaIRLY VIBRATES, 
and the loose rocks tumble into the seemingly 
bottom pits. But few persons have ever ventured 
inte the cave. At such times the gas is 
almost overpowering, and to enter with a lighted 
torcfi would be simply suicidal. A party of tourists 
from Grayson and Jefferson counties came here 
yesterday to explore the ‘Diamond’ and Tal- 
low’ caves, two noted caves in this 
vicinity, and while here they heard for 
the first time of the natural gas cave and deter- 
mined to visit it. They had scarcely entered it 
with their lighted torches when there was 
A TERRIBLE EXPLOSION, 
which extended through the cave for miles. Ex- 
plosions were followed by explosions. There 
were violent upheavals of the earth's crust, and 
new domes or vents to the cave were ab 
once created, while great masses of rock and frag- 
ments of what were once great trees were strewn 
in all dtrections. The shock was felt at Cloverport, 
ten miles distant. The entire party of six are 
buried in the debris of the cave, and so great is the 
mass upon them that many days must elapse before 
the bodies can be recovered.

It 
is twenty-six miles tothe nearest telegraph office, 
and this is sent to Cloverport by mall.
